The 
youngsters were as enjoyable to 
watch as they were to hear, for 
they were quite evidently pleased 
with the novelty of singing with 
the older group.

The program closed with the 
audience enthusiastically joining 
with the chorus and children in 
singing some traditional carols. 
After warming up with “The First 
Noel,” the audience and chorus 
easily alternated in the singing 
of lines from “O Little Town of 
Bethlehem” and sucessfully man- 
aged a change of key in the mid- 
dle of “O Come All Ye Faithful.”

Opportunities for obtaining fel- 

| lowships in various fields are avail- 
able to Sacramento State students, 
according to Dr. Donald Bailey, 
dean of students. Among the fields 
in which fellowships are offered 
are International Relations, Sci- 
ence, College Teaching and For- | 
eign Study and Research. 
The fellowships available ac- | 
cording to field are: 
Science — The National Science | 
Foundation of National Research | 
Council, sponsors fellowships | 
| with stipends varying from $1,400 | 
to $3,400 per year including tuition, 
fees, and dependency allowance. 


| Graduate may do work at any ac- | 


credited college. All graduate stu- 
dents in the areas of Biology, En- 
gineering, Math, Medicine, or 
Physical Science are eligible in- 
cluding those expecting to gradu- 
ate in 1953. Selection will be based 
on academic record and aptitude 
examinations administered Janu- 
ary 31, 1953. Deadline for docu- 
ments submitted is January 5, 
1963. 

College Teaching—The Danforth 
Foundation sponsors the Danforth 
Graduate Fellowship with the in- 
tention of encouraging students to 
prepare for college teaching and 
for helping those who see in teach- 
ing a vocation of Christian service. 
Any senior graduating before Sep- 
tember, 1953, is eligible who has a 
goal of preparation for college 
teaching of any undergraduate ma- 
jor, high academic aschievement, 
and “deep religious convictions and 
a growing religious perspective.” 
Deadline for documents: February 
1, 1953.

Editor of the Hornet: 

In the December 5 Hornet there 
were letters to the editor complain- 
ing about the space which was 
given to Alumni news in what 
seemed to be in preference over our 
student news. This situation needs 
elarification. 

The first point to be explained 
is that, by agreement, Alumni 
| news printed in the Hornet goes 
into special Alumni Editions which 
are subscribed to by the members 
| of the Alumni Association. These 
| editions must substitute for an 
Alumni Journal until the organi- 
zation can support its own publi- 
cation. 

There seems to be some feeling 
'of resentment that the Alumni is 
| some kind of a pressure group that 
|is “muscling in” on students and 





trying to get all they can for them- 
selves. This is a false impression. 
If we look at the organization we 
can better understand their rela- 
tionship to the students. It is self- 
|evident that the Alumni are the 
| yraduates of our college. They 
want to help the college, not 
hinder it, 

Let us consider the activities and 
advantages our alumni group has 
for its college. At present we re- 
ceive monies for each copy of the 
Hornet sent to the Alumni once

Council Players (John Matlin and 
Al Rowe) comically satirized the 
woes of the membership commit- 
tee. Primo Puccinelli was in fine 
voice. He was ably accompanied 
by that charming pianist, Joan 
Pesavento, who was well received 
in her performance of Chopin’s 
brilliant Fantasie Impromptu. 


These two artists are students 
here at State. Jack Eckes emceed 
in his usual sparkling and witty 
manner. This is as good a place as 
any to express our appreciation to 
these people, who donated their 
time and talents to make the din- 
ner dance a success. And let us 
not forget Donny McDonald. Don 
(the only orchestra leader with @ 
master’s degree from Sacramento 
State College) came up from San 
Francisco to lead his ten-piece 
orchestra in some very smooth and 
danceable music. 


Turning to the financial side of 
the event, we are sorry to say that 
we dropped approximately $160. 
We haven't received the final 
audit from Treasurer Bill Moon 
yet. When planning the dinner 
dance we anticipated breaking even 
with a hoped-for attendance of 300 
people. At $3.75 a plate we were 
working on a very slim margin, 
since the dinner cost us $3.39 per 
plate. This left us with 36 cents 
per person to pay for a ten-piece 
orchestra, decorations, and twelve 
dinners for honored guests and 
most of the entertainers. We also 
had to pay for five dinners not 
eaten because a number of people 
who made reservations did not 
show up. In order to defray some 
of these costs, we charged an ad- 
ditional 10 cents on the regular 
price for drinks at the private bar. 
We netted $48.50 from the bar 
toward covering the other costs of 
the dinner dance and hope the 
guests understood the necessity of 
this measure. 

The only consolation about the 
financial loss is that it was less 
than last year’s $250 deficit. There 
is one question we would like to 
have answered. Why didn’t we 
have 300 people out of the 1,200 
invited? We would appreciate it 


if those who did not attend would | 


let us know their reasons for not 
doing so. In this way you may help 
us to plan a more financially suc- 
cessful event next year. 

Those who did atend were given 
an opportunity to express them- 
selves through a questionnaire. 
From 195 people we received 58 
completed questionnaires. These 
are 58 more viewpoints than we 
had before. Fifty-seven of the 58 
preferred a dinner dance to a ban- 
quet. Thirty per cent would have 
preferred a formal, 39 per cent 
would rather have the affair at a 
more exclusive club. Eight people 
‘suggested that there be more 
alumni participation in the talks, 
and less or no faculty participa- 
tion. Four people indicated they 
would rather have lower prices 
next year. The rest of the answers 
were too many and varied to list 
here.
